Service Won't Be Complete. 


It is not expected that the first elec- 
trified train will be run, nor will the 
electrification of all trains be complete 
on Aug. 7; but according to the pres- 
ent plan of Presideht Markham that 
will be the first day when complete 
trains will be operated on the main 
line to Matteson, on the east branch 
to South Chicago, and on the west 
branch to Blue Island. Trains on 
these three lines will n¥et at 67th 
street and be merged into one train 
to travel down to the central station. 
It is upon this train that more than 
eight hundred guests will ride—an!, 
‘of course, every one will have a seat.

I did not see his speckled 
sides nor his pink flesh, but I caught a glimpse of 
his swift motion as he darted beneath the shelter- 
ing banks and he gave me a thrill which almost 
a half century has strengthened. 


the fun of trout fishing and 
exhilaration of following a 
stream up or down needs any emphasis placed 
wWoon this unique and fascinating sport. The man 
who has never really cast a fly nor snubbed his 
fish will not sympathize with nor appreciate my 
descriptions. So it is as useless to explain to him 
what I have experienced as it is to try to unravel 
the mysteries of baseball to an untutored lady who 
cannot tell the difference between a foul and a 
base hit. : 

One of the finest virtues of stream fishing for 
the queen of inland waters is that brook trout 
usually thrive where man seldom treads. There 
are stocked and protected streams preserved for 
those who are privileged characters, but these gen- 
erally lack the ozone of the deep woods ang smack 
of artificiality. They will do, but they will not do 
as well as the real wilds themselves. One may be 
an Izaak Walton disciple on his friend's preserves, 
but his catch will suggest a favored class. The 
flavor of his fish will partake of prepared bait 
rather than of wild fly and angleworm.,

But this not to be a treatise on fishing. It is 
rather a brief on religious philosophy growing out 
of association with rod, reel, and creel. The best 
way to fish for trout, many statements to the con- 
trary, is to fish upstream. This requires more 
effort and greater exertion. The trout always heads 
upstream when he is feeding. He gracefully rests 
and watches as he heads up the creek. Hence he 
does not see so easily his approaching adversary. 
But he does see the fly before it touches the water 
and darts immediately to intercept it. He resists 
more acutely as he turns to capture and is more 
easily hooked, as the taut line is gently drawn with 
deft motion toward“the fisherman. . 

Upstream work iseéfe’s lesson for the toiler. ro 
who drifts with the-current may find it\easier an 
pleaSanter, but success is not gained that way. 
Man must work against the current fn the com- 
petitions of ‘real life. The footing is not always 
good and the overhanging branches, to say nothing 
of the winds, tantalize and tend to entangle. But 
the man who knows his game will take all these 
hindrances into his ‘vision and will plod steadily 
on, ever watchful of what lies beyond. It is an 
overcoming game all the way and illustrates the 
truth of the Scripture, *‘He that overcometh shall 
inherit all things and 1 will be his God and he 
shall be my son.”

There must be answers to these ques- 
tions before the man knows what his 
troublé is. The answer to the first tells 
him whether he has high blood pressure. 
To the second, whether he has essential 
hypertension or arteriosclerosis. To the 
third, whether certain of his important 
j organs are going bad. | 

There is a difference in many ways 
between essential hypertension and ar- 
teriosclerosis or hardening of the arter- 
ies. The former is likely to begin when 
a person is around forty years of age; 
the latter, not until about twenty years 
later in life. In essential hypertension, 
or high blood pressure, both systolic 
and diastolic pressure go up.and in about 
the same ratio. Finally, the heart gives 
out. 

An important reason for knowing which 
condition is present is the difference in 
the treatment of the two. In some lab- 
oratories they are now making certain 
liver extracts which reduce blood pres- 
sure. ese extracts have been given 
fairly general trial and they show re- 
suits. The indications are that they will 
be more useful in essential hyperten- 
sion than they will be in high blood pres- 
sure due to hardening of the arteries.

that stage when the heart is involved, 
about all that is required is a moderate 
amount of rest in bed. “ Very busy and 
hard working people may spend one 
week-end per month and one week four 
‘imes a year, In bed.”

Ir this earlier stage ke is not in favor 
of salt starvation, or very low protein 
diets, and certainly not of pulling out 
teeth promiscuously. If a man is obese, 
or an excessively heavy eater, he should 


restrain himself. 


_ Dr. Elliott advises both physicians and 
patients against the frequent taking of 
the blood pressure. It is all right to take 
stock periodically, but the repeated tak- 
ing of the pressure on slight excuse 
does no good, and, on the other hand, 
may do some karm. 


High blood pressure due to hardening 
of the arteries, is a mcre dangerous con- 
dition. But even [n that condition, mat- 
ters are not as serious as people think 
until the arteries in some important or- 
gan become involved. The important or- 
gans, from this standpoint, are those 
of the kidney, causing Bright's disease; 
the eye grounds, causing impaired vi- 
sion: the heart, causing heart disease, 
and the brain, causing mental impair- 
ment. 

As to high blood pressure due to hard- 
ening of the arteries Mortensen says: 
‘Our best and most rational prophylac- 
tic measure, as well as remedy, is a basic 
diet, which necessitates a reasonably low 
protein intake.” That means a diet com- 
posed largely of fruits and vegetables.

Give Anglers 
a Hard Fight

A swift and vigorous swimmer, capa- 
ble of overtaking a black bass, the 


wall-eyed pike is a better game fish in| 


a river than ina lake. Fishermen who 
have caught these obliging biterg in 
the lakes of the north country and find 
that they give up the fight too quickly 
are’ in for a surprise when they hook 


hitting more consistent- 


on to their first river pike. 


A few summers ago we caught sev- 
eral large sized specimens in a clear, 
cold, swift running trout river in Cana- 
da and they furnished considerable 
| excitement and sport for a few minutes 
las the fish went into the boiling cur- 
rent to get help from the river in their 
fight. 


The wall-ye is essentially a “ pisciv- 
orous fish,” as the experts would say. 
In other words, he dotes on small fishes, 
although crawfish are not passed up 
when Mr. Wall-eye starts cruising in 
shallow water. It has been estimated 
that an adult wall-eye will consume 
approximately 600 small fishes in a sea- 
son. 


Reckonirig the average life of the 
pike at three years, the reasonable food 
estimate for a pike-perch is somewhere 
between 1,800 and 3,000 small fishes. 
To support one hundred adult fish such 
as you will see caught in any good pike 
lake in Wisconsin in a few days, re 
quires 180,000 to 300,000 fishes before 
the minnow waiting pike meets his fate 
in the shape of a hook and lure. 


A pork rind or pork chunk with 
spinner, wabbling plugs weighted and 
put down deep over the bars where the 
walleyes hang out, imitation minnows, 
and other artificial lures will fool the 
greedy wall-eye. One evening at dusk 
we caught several good sized fish with 
just a strip of white cloth on a hook 
in front of which was a spinner. This 
crazy lure was cast into white water in 
a rapids and then allowed to swing 
into a deep eddy, where it was swatted 
by the pike waiting for food to come 
dowan on the current.

Millions 
of tons go through this leak hole, 
often unnoticed. 
Wasting hay seems to be looked 
upon as a necessary part of farming. 
Hay is a bulky crop and on many big 


go much of it that it is almost as com- 
mon as water and goes to waste like 
water falling over the dam. 


is it an inevitable waste that 
come each year in the harvesting of 
more than 100,000,000 tons of hay from 
more than 75,000,000 acres of land de- 
voted to the growing of this crop in the

P. G. Holden, talking as a Michi- 
gan farmer, but also known as one 
of the country’s most reliable agricul: 
turists, estimates that 20 per cent of 
the hay crop lost in this country could 
be Saved with little more work, and 
stated 20 per cent of the hay that 
is harvested and saved is lost in feed- 
ing.

| Making hay or curing hay is noth- 
ing more than getting rid of the mois- 
ture, according to this authority. The 
idea is to get it cut, cured and stacked 
Or put in the mow before it is dam- 
aged by rain or dew. 
Wet Hay Causes Delay. 

“If you cut hay early in the morn- 

ing, especially clover and alfalfa, it is 


full of water and wet on the outside, 
too. It takes much longer to cure it. 
The mower should be started abowt 2:30 
or 3 p. m. when the plants are dry. 
Then the hay will be loose in the 
Swath and cures readily. Usually 
the mower started in the middle of the 
afternoon can be kept going until dew 
begins to form. By 10 or 11 a. m. the 
next day the hay is often dry enough 
to be raked into windrows with a side 
delivery rake. There is still enough 
moisture left to prevent shattering of 
the leaves where hay is cut and han- 
died in this way,” said Mr. Holden. 


He uses hay caps on his Michigan 
farm where there is danger of rain 
falling on the cocks before the hay can 
be stacked or put in the mo The 
caps are especially valuable ‘in han- 
dling clover and alfalfa. He uses mus- 
lin or old chicken feed bags about a 
yard square, attaching a double string 
at each corner so the can can be stretch- 
ed over the cock and held in place with 
a sharp wooden stick tied to the string 
and pushed up into the hay cock near 
the bottom. He keeps about 300 of 
the caps on hand to use whenever it 
is threatening rain and the cocks are 
to pe left in the field over night.

Water soaked leaves of 
cured alfalfa and clover have lost a 
big percentage of their nutritive value. 
The water runs over the leaves and off 
onto the ground as hay tea, destroying 
food elements and the aroma that 
causes animals to relish legume hay.’ 


Why Hay Spoils. 


Allowing cured hay to become wet 
causes it to heat and spoil, and the loss 
finally comes in terms of less feed to 
be made into milk, meat, or work. 

Curing hay is a bigger job here in 
the Mississippi valley than in the 
western hay states. ‘Bhe hay is thin- 
ner in the west and cures much more; 
readily. Often ranchers rake the hay 
soon after it is cut. More time for 
curing must be allowed here, and that 
naturally increases the risk. 


Alfalfa is becomingemore and more 
important in the central west. With 
this crop worth about $20 a ton it is 
apparent that no farmer can afford to 
handle it carelessly. He must study 
the best hay making methods available 
in order tc collect the maximum prof- 
its. Three cuttings used to be consid- 
ered the best practice, but experience 
is changing the views of farmers. In} 
Wisconsin's four year tests, three cut- 
tin of alfalfa in the bud stage, 
yield 1.9 tons; when a tenth of the 
blooms were out, 2.7 tons, and in fuli 
bloom, 3.4 tons. 


According to authorities at the Wis- 
consig station it has been discovered 
that over a period of years two cut- 
tings of alfalfa taken at rather mature 
stages not only yield more but last 
longer and are freer from blue grass 
infestations than is alfalfa cut three 
times annually at earlier stages. With 
two cuttings, labor in haying is greatly 
reduced, there is less danger of losses 
from bad weather, and harvesting does 


not interfere with corn cultivation 
work. 


Farmers should arrange their hay- 
ing methods tc avold being caught with 
a big tonnage of hay either in the 
swath, windrows or cocks. Wet hay or 
improperly cured hay should never be 
put in the stack or barn. The loss 
is not limited merely to the damaging 
of the hay, rendering it unfit for ani- 
mals; millions are lost every year ®y 
fires caused by spontaneous¢ombustion 
of hay that has not been sufficiently 
cured before it is put in the mow, or 
stack. A big percentage of fires on 
farms are caused by the spontaneous 


combustion ot hay. More than $200,000 


is lost annually in Iowa from such 


fires; nearly $500,000 was lost there in 


1913 by fires caused by spontaneous 


combustion. The fires start where hay 
is stored in large quantities whén it 
is too green of when it is wet with 
rain, or dew. Clover and alfalfa are 
especially liable :to spontaneous com- 
bustion.

DUTCH APRONS ARE CHARMING 
AVE you ever seen one of these 
“Dutch” aprons? They are 
wonderfully pretty, inexpensive 
to make and fascinating work. 

If you have any spare time it would 
be well spent in making several of 
these, keeping them for gifts or for a 
prize at a card game. 

The apron shown here is made 
of a green and white pinchecked ging- 
ham, combined with white organdie. 

The gingham [allowing for seams] 
for the body of the apron measures 
27x19 tnches. The organdie inset 
across the bottom measures 6x27. 
The gingham hem at the bottom is 
cut 6x27 inches, and the organdie 
pieces down the sides of the apron are 
cut 6x30 inches. 

First cut the gingham and then the 
organdie inset. Join these two pieces, 
making a French or felled seam. The 
latter is probably better as it is flat. 
Then cut the gingham for the hem. 
Join one end of the gingham to the 
organdie in a wrong side seam. 

Then set the organdie side pieces on, 
using the same kind of seam that you 
did in joining the organdie to the ging- 
ham. The next step is to hem the or- 
gandie down each side of the ‘apron,

To be ready at almost any time to set 
out a basket meal may well be an ideal 
in a family that takes pains to play 
as often as it can. 

In esthetic practices it is not one 
basket but several that “hre packed for 
an out of door meal. These may each 
be baskets with a handle, if there is 
space for their accommodation in 
transportation, or the little basket tel- 
escopes may be used. If the sand- 
wiches are packed in one basket, the 
cake in another, some preparation in 
individual cups or cartons in another, 
the setting out of the meal in decency 
and order is the easiest possible thing, 
and the appearance may be most at- 
tractive, handled baskets of the same 
size and shape lending uniformity and 
even grace to the grassy “ board.” 

When food is packed in several 


the more appetizing it is. By having 
a solid container for each item, when 
a group of people are to dine “al 
fresco,”’ there is but slight chance of 
any of it being mussed.

HOW TO USE 
THE PATTERNS 


STRIPED or plaided tub silk 
would be fine for a dress made 
by pattern No. 2708. It is a 
straight line sports model, cut in 
two pieces—front and back—the long 
shoulders forming short sleeves. If 
full length ones are desired, a one piece 
pattern is included with the dress. 
After the dress is cut out, lay the tucks 
on the front on each shoulder. Of 
course, all the dots and notches have 
been clearly marked on your material 
before removing the pattern. If these 
tucks are put in by machine the threads 
should be taken through to the worng 
side and carefully tied together. Then 
you are ready to put the shoulder and 
underarm and plait seams together. 
French seams are good where the ma- 
terial isn’t too heavy. These seams 
must be pressed flat and can be laid 
either toward the front or back. Then 
the inverted plait must be laid in each 
extension, and basted and pressed. 

After this has been done take a half 
inch wide strip of the dress material— 
one-half inch wide after the edges have 
been turned in—and baste and stitch 
this down over the tops of the plaits. 
Where there are more than two sides 
of a piece to be turned in it is always 
best to turn in parallel edges first, 
then the parallel ones across the cor: 
ners. 

Before cutting out see that you have 
allowed for a hem at the bottom. The 
dress is straight across the bottom, 
and will hem easily. 

The neck of the dress is cut in a 
V shape in the front, and tollows 
the natural line across the back. The 
collar is straight and extends beyon:i 
the neck of the dress, ending in ties 
that slip through slashed openings just 
below the opening. 

The long sleeve section in one 
piece, and is set on to the edge of the 
drop shoulder. At the wrist the sleeve 
is gathered and set into a narrow, 
wristband.

Proposals for a 


Valuable Work 


By H. L. Mencken. 


HE time has comé, I venture to opine, for some worthy 
pedant,«professorial or otherwise, to do a compact and 
accurate English-American_dictionary and phrase book. 
The existing dictionaries of Americanism are all inade- 

That of the 

late Richard H. Thornton, for example, stops with the Ameri- 

canisms of twe ty years ago, includes only those found in 
print, and is a férmidable work in two volumes, far too heavy, 
tc tote around. \Moreover, it runs only one way. The visiting 

Englishman may find some illumination in it, but it is obvi- 
ously useless to the American visiting England, for it con- 
tains no Briticisms. 


What is needed is a cheap but reasonably exhaustive hand 
beok for American travelers in England ard English travel- 
ers in America, made upon the plan of the admirable phrase- 
books that are on sale at every continental book stall. 
one alphabet it should list all the American words and phrases 
likely to puzzle an Englishman and in another all the English 
words and phrases certain to flabbergast an American. The 
latter, visting London, is advised, say, to go to a multiple 
shop*for this or that. How is he to find out that a multiple 
shop is a chain store? The former, coming to America, hears 
endless talk of gas, cans, billboards, and baggage cars. How, 


save by revealing his ignorance and exposing himself to de | 


rision, is he to discover that gas is petrol, cans are tins, bill- 
boards are hoardings and baggage cars are luggage vans? 


The well read wk Oe perhaps, needs no such instruction. 
He picks up the nece y knowledge in his reading. But how 
many travelers, in these later days, are well read? How many 
prepare themselves for travel, like their predecessors of 
earlier generations, by studying the languages of the coun 
tries they propose to visit? Certainly not many. " 

The fact is that the great majority of American visitors 
to England, at the present time, come from the classes of 
Babbitts, uplifters and schoolma’ms, who ne®gr read if they 
can help it, and then only the Bible and the tabloid news- 
papers. And most of the Englishmen who come to America 
are either commercial gents or fashionables—two classes 
which, in Great Britain, regard reading as unmanly and 
knowledge as an indecency. 


+ 


Many efforts have been made to prove that there is no 
essential difference between English and American. The bust- 
ness is pursued ardently, indeed, by all the advocates of an 
Anglo-American rapprochement, and some of them, notably 
Prof. Dr. Brander Matthews, have carried it on with. great 
erergy. It has even enlisted the aid of actual scholars, for 
example, Prof. Dr. George Ph§lip Krapp of Columbia. But it 
is blown up every time an American tourist tries to make out 
the remarks of #n English buttons, #4 e., an English bellhop, 
and every time an Englishman tries to read an American 
newspaper. 


This pragmatic test, in truth, should be enough to convince 
any fair observer that the two languages are already wide 
apart, and that the gap between them is growing wider and 
wider. 
English and American are still close together, though by no 
means identical, but in their colloquial forms, which means 
in their thoroughly living forms, they are very far apart. 
No untutored Englishman, without a painful effort, can un- 


-derstand the conversation he hears on an american street or 


in an American Pullman smoking room, and no American can 
fathom more than half of what he hears in an English hotel. 
For thousands of the common objects of use the two lan- 
guages have quite different words, and there is an equal dif- 
ference between their everyday idioms. 


Some of these idioms, of course, present no difficulties, 
though they plainly impede free and easy intercourse. When 
an Englishman speaks of ringing up some one by telephone 
only the stupidest of Americans will fail, on reflection, to 
understand that he proposes to call some one up. But that 
area of the obvious is, after all, very narrew. What will the 
American make of it when he hears the Englishman speak of 
a trunk call? How will he guess that a trunk call is a lang 
distance call? Or, to leap a bit, that the hire purchase plan is 
the instalment plan? Or that a bagman, or traveler, is a 
drummer? Or that a fowl run is a chicken yard? 

As a matter of fact, even so-called literary American ts 
moving away from literary English, and in a century or two 
an American book may be quite unintelligible to an English- 
man. Even today it is rare for such a book to be published 
in England without bringing forth raucous protests against 


the puzzling Americanisms in it. This, indeed, is one of the |

standard objections, among English critics, to American books 
in. general, and it is voiced ill-humoredly every time no better 
ground for complaint can be found. Among the American 
authors who haye been so hammered I need mention only 
William Dean Howells, John Fiske, agpd—strangest of all!~— 
Woodrow Wilson! 

In part, tnts extreme sensitiveness to American words and 


‘idioms is only a symptom of the genera! hostility to American 


books which shows itself in England. The reviewers there, 
for some unknown reason, resent the intrusion of our authors, 
and try to prevent it by strong-arm measures. The appalling 
slating given to the late Amy Lowell's life of Keats was only 
partly logical; in the main it was simply chauvinistic. Never- 


theless, there is some logic in the English position. Only too 


frequently, reading an American book, an Englishman is af- 
fronted by what seem to him to be gross violations of good 
taste, and even more often, perhaps, he is pulled up by words 
that he cannot understand at all. It is no wonder that kis 
impatience sometimes causes him to snort. 

Perhaps an experience of my own may be in point here. 
Some years ago a k of mine, dealing almost wholly with 
American themes, 
had seemed transparent and even obvious stuff to every one 
who read it, but in England the reviewers, though they were 
very amiable otherwise, objected to its numerous, and, to 
them, occult Americanisms. Convinced that their complaint 
was well grounded, I thereupon translated the work into lit- 
erary English, and it was published anew, and to very gratify- 
ing applause. So delighted, indeed, were the English review- 
ers by the novelty of an American book that they could 
understand in toto that they went far beyond strict justice in 
praising it.

But I happen to be bilingual, and most American authors, 
I fear, are not. The majority of them, I suppose, can read 
English, but not many of them can write it—that is, as Eng- 
lish is understood by an Englishman. Thus, when they pub- 
lish in England they must run the gantlet of the Engligh 
reviewers, who are naturally opposed to a way of writing the 
language which increases their professional burdens and 
seduces them into errors. The thing also begins to run the 
other way. Very often, of late, American reviewers have 
taken to denouncing English authors for no other reason than 
that they write sound English. © $e, 

This rising ill-feeling, I believe, would be considerably 
abated if there were a well made English-American dictionary, 
as good, say, as the English-German and English-French dic- 
tionaries of Cassell. The book ought to be small and inex- 
pensive, but it ought also to be exhaustive. It should list all 
of the common terms that differ in English and American, and 
it should proceed, like Cassell, to common phrases. A mere 
word-book would be of little use, and a word-book confined to 
the literary languages would be quite useless. On this side, 


especially, the spoken language is constantly forcing its way _ 


into print. It would be useless to tell an En that the 
American name for what he calls a char-&-banc is sightseeing 
car or bus; he must also be told that the common colloquial 
name for it is rubberneck wagon. 

My prediction, here formally made, is that such an English- 
American dictionary would have a wide and immediate sale. 
I put my name down fer a copy at once, and I engage to wear 
out at least one a year. Moreover, such 4 work would “¢ more 
to promote Anglo-American amity than ten thousand 
feasts of the Pilgrims or the Sulgrave foundation. It would 
allay a constant and extremely unplecsant irritation, and so 
it would make for friendly feeling, and postpone the next war

“But he also was wise enough to confess his own responsi- 
tility in the matter. He started it, he admits. He was the 
{frst to use chiffon drapes that concealed little and the first 
to substitute the calcium rays which concealed nothing. But 
he submits as aulefense the fact that his undraped ladies are 
posed and lighted by the artist, Ben Ali Haggin, and displayed 
in a modern form of living picture that even the frankly 
illiterate were forced to accept as art. 


I am neither Ziegfeld’s defender nor his advocate. But 
I will grant him the truth of that statement. He has fathered 
many a questionable line and skit and scene in his “ Follies” 
shows. He has been as naked as the nakedest and as bold 
as the boldest. But I cannot recall, after twenty years, that 
any use he has made of nudity from time to time in the 
ensemble, so to speak, was not to the artistic advantage of 
the picture and was not, in fact, fustified by the beauty 
revealed.

Or much the same. “ No Foolin’” 
bas all the familiar characteristics—the same lavishness in 
the decoration of the chorus and the ensembles, the same 
striking costumes, the same glorified girls, long legged and 
stately, short legged and lively. | | 

I have an idea “ No Foolin’” cost considerably less 
most “Follies” have cost. The scene draperies are lovely, 
tut lighter,’ and there are no big mechanical sets for the 
finales.

Thing of the Theater

ID-SUMMER news of the stage and its practitioners 
is plentiful, is varied, and is as nearly full of promise 
as the July statements of the producers, the authors, 
and the actors ever have been. It is told, for 
example, ghat Miss Blanche Bates, who said not long ago 
that she was through, is returning to go co-starring with 
the persevering and luckless Miss 
Anglin in a répertoire made up of 
W. Somerset Maugham’'s “ Caro- 
line,” Shaw's “ Candida,” and Miss 


Zoé Akins’ “A Texas Nightin- 
gale,” not to speak of a short 


piece named “ Masks and Faces.” 
Miss Anglin acted “ Caroline ” ten 
years ago in the Blackstone, and 
was good in what I then regarded 
as a good comedy, although the 
public was not interested. Miss 
Akins’ piece was given in the 
Olympic four years ago—alt hough 
the title may not have been the 
same—in a piteous attempt to 
make a star of Miss Jobyna How- 
land, whose most recent ¢mploy- 
ment here was as the miasseuse 
who threw little Mr. Cantor about 
the stage in “ Kid Boots.” 

It is told that the Manhattan 
“groups” who operate what they 
call “experimental theaters” are 
not going to have the critics in for their premiéres from now 
on. The argument is that the casts are usually snide, that the 
first-line reviewers are not interested, that the deputy-critics 
don't know much, and that, in the case of a play’s showing 
promise to warrant its being transferred to a real theater, the 
curse of the cursory “ notice” by the deputy-critic generally 
operates to keep the gold-star critic away. Besides, ‘tis ex- 
plained, the work of recasting such a play with well-knowns 
is made difficult through the disinclination of the well-Knowns 
to go into Broadway without the assurance that the play 
will be treated by the newspapers as a novelty. 


Summer stock-companies now active are not fewer than 
one hundred and twenty, according to the current issue of 
Variety, which goes on to quote managers who specialize in 
weekly-change bills with resident players as saying that these 
ventures have been successfully undertaken to supply 4 
demand for acted drama in communities that for years have 
been without visiting companies. The “road,” which is the- 
atrical lingo for the United States and Canada, has in oper- 
ation, it is said, not more than thirty percent of the number 
of theaters available for touring Plays in 1906. Two decades 
have passed since the movies became important in pop- 
ular entertainment. Not more than one play in every 
ten rated as successful in New-York and Chicago survives 
a second season; whereas down to twenty years ago a suc- 
cess could profitably be kept in circulation four or five years,

He has 
finished the first act of a new opera 
and promises to have it completed 
within the year. This may bring 
heartaches to singers, and especially 
to conductors and orchestra musicians 
who have had to wrestle with the al- 
most impossible demands of his scores, 
but it is hailed with joy by the public 
over here, and probably will bring an 
anticipatory smile to music lovers at 
bome who revel in his melodious waltz 
numbers with never a thought for the 
straining musicians engaged in per- 
forming miracles in extracting melody 
from his involved mess of notes. 

“Germany is showing renewed 
loyalty to its old time _ favorite, 
‘Tiefland,’ which is enjoying greater 
popularity than ever since its premier 
in this country some twenty years ago. 
The Eugene d’Albert opera now is 
probably the most popular work of its 
kind in Germany after having been 
sung here more than 2,000 times. It 
was attempted in America some years 
ago by the Metropolitan, but under 
unfavorable conditions, and failed to 
register as it has on this side.

RADIO NEWS TO SHIPS 


Because of the unusual radio devel 
opment more tourists on the hich seas 
will be served with daily newspapers 
than ever before. Starting as an ex- 
periment three years ago to provide 
American news for American travelers, 
no less than 100. trans-Atlantic liners 
are now publishing their own news- 
papers en route. 

This remarkable service has bocen de- 
veloped by THE CuHr1caGo TRIBUNE and 
includes among its subscribers, in addi- 
tion to seventeen steamship companies, 
two private yacht owners, Richard 
Howe and W. K. Vanderbilt’ 

“The radio operators on ships recetve 
the news according to a standard 
formula,” says the Edftor and Publisher 
in describing the ocean newspapers,

tton. To asstst in this work, a spectal 
pres wave broadcasting outfit, with 
which the expedition expects to keep 
in touch with stations in the United 
States and Canada throughout the en- 
ae trip, has been constructed. 


Edward Manley in Charge. 
This set, built in the physics labora- 


tory at Marietta college, Marietta, O., 


under the supervision of Edward Man- 
ley, who will be in charge of its op- 
eration on the cruise, will use waves of 
33 meters and 20 meters. 

In the neighborhood of Etah, north 
Greenland, the farthest north for the 
expedition, waves below 18 meters will 
be used to pierce the daylight zone. 

To facilifate reception by amateurs 
who wish to establish contact with 
VOQ, Manley has worked out a def- 
Inite schedule of hours that will be 
kept free for CQ calla. These are: 
12:30 to 1 p. m. eastern standard timé, 
and 6:30 to 7 p. m., on 20 meters; 8:30

meters. International code will be 
used throughout. 

A schedule with C-1LAR, the station 
of J. J. Fassett, at Dartmouth, Nova 
Scotia, will be maintained at 10:30 to 
11:30 a. m., om 20 meters, and 11 to 12 
Pp. m, on 33 meters.
